The wo- 
man again started to tease him about 
“the girl in Tofleld, The witness said 
that he thought the teasing was all fn 
fun, and that nothing much was meant 
by ft. Pallant wus by this time in a 
very drunken state, to use the witnes- 
ses own words, “he could hardly navi- 
gate.” Foskett told him to lie down 
a while, which the man did, taking off 
his boots, coat and vest, and lying 
down on the bed in Mrs. Davies's 
room. About 5 or so the witness went 
out to buy something for supper, and 
when he returned about 20 minutes 
later he found the body of Pallant ly- 
ing between the bed-room and the sit- 
ting-room, and the accused bending 
over the body and crooning endearing

Without doubt the organized labor forces of Edmonton 
are acting wisely in selecting one of their most thoughtful and 
most consistent members as a candidate for the city council at 
the forthcoming municipal election.

THE MARITIME PROVINCES’ 
ERROR IN STRATEGY. 

As astrategic move, the premiers of New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island*seem to have made an error in submit- 
ting to the conference of provincial premiers their proposal 
that the British North America act be amended to permit the 
Maritime provinces to retain their representative strength in 
the Dominion house at the next redistribution. 

Had the Maritime premiers left the matter open for Bor- 
den to deal with in the Dominion parliament the federal leader 
might have made the proposal a government measure and 
might have jammed it through the house by party strength, 
even in spite of the fact that western members of his party 
night have been opposed to the arrangement. By bringing 
it in to the conference of provincial premiers, where, relieved 
of the driving power of the party whip, the premiers were free 
to repudiate the proposal upon their own convictions, the 
premiers of New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island prac- 
tically tied Borden’s hands and precluded him from taking 
action,

“TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Centonary of. Louis Blanc, 
Famous French Communist. 

Jean Joseph Louis Blanc, the famous 
French communist and. soctalist, was 
born Jn Madrid, Spain, 100 years ago 
today, and his centenary will be wide- 
ly celebrated by his European disciples. 
Blanc was the son of a man who held 
high office in) Spain under Joseph 
Bonaparte, and of a Corsican mother. 
He was of diminutive stature, almost 
a dwarf, but In bearing dignified, ser- 
ious ‘and Impressive. While. his eco- 
nomic theories differed in detail from 
the “scientific socialism” of Karl Marx, 
who was born: five years later, they 
agreed on the main. point of. the abo- 
lition of. private property-in the means 
of production and distribution. 

Louis Blane's father was wealthy, 
but he lost his fortune in the revolu- 
tlon of 1830, and the son taught mathe- 
matics to earn his support. At the age 
of 21 he went to Paris and became the 
editor of Bon Sens; aJournal of wide 
influence, He left it in 1888, in conse- 
quence of a disagreement with the 
proprietor on questions of political eco- 
nomy, and established La Revue du 
Progres, in which ha preached demo- 
eracy. and. political reform. He at- 
tained rank as the leader of the com- 


munistie school by the publication inj 


1840-of “The Orgentzation of Labor.” 


In this work he maintained, with force | 


and eloquence, that competitive indus- | 
try impoverishes’ and) debases 
working of classes, and that it should | 
be organized) on a_ principle of com- | 
munity, by which each should contri- | 
bute acecrding to his capabilities, and | 
receive according to his needs. 

Blanec's “Wistory of Ten Years,” aj 
record of the political incidents of the 
period from 1880 to 1840, was a verit- 
able bomb-shell in the camp of the ad- 
herents of Louis Philippe, and was 
largely, responsible. for the revolution 
of 1848, by 
dethroned. 

In the revolution of 1848 Blanc play- 
ed a prominent part, but, aside trom 
procuring the adoption of a decree ab- 
olishing capital punishment for po- 
litical offenses, he failed in his efforts 
to put nis policies into effect. The} 
national workshops have been ascrib- | 
ed to him, but in fact he opposed the } 
step, and always devlared that they 
were founded by his opponents to work 
injury to his vlews on industrial. or- 
ganization. After the insurrection, 
Blane sought asylum in england, 
where he completed his remarkable | 
“History of the French Revolution,” 
giving the socialistic view of the causes 
of the great {tnsurrection. Upon. his 
return to France he was elected to the | 
Chamber of Deputies, where he deliv- | 
ered many speeches on democratic and | 
socialistic subjects. Lil.e Sir Thomas 
More, Saint Simon, Robert Owen, Pla- 
to, Marx and others «to have dream- 
ed dreams of a fvture Utopia, Louis 
Blane was a man of brilliant intellect 
and wide sympatnies. who erred or 
in placing too high « valuation on 
mankind’s capacity for the realization 
of the spirit of brotherhood.

HOUSE OF LORDS.- 

The first great popular demonstra- 
tion in favor of the abolition of the 
British house of lords was held in Hyde 
park, London, 29 years ago today, Oct. 
28, 1884. Over 100,000 persons attend- 
ed the meeting, and every denunciation 
of the peers was greeted with wild 
cheers. The house of lords had its 
beginning in the eleventh century, 
when William I. created 27 peers, who 
were frequently summoned to consult 
with their monarch. It was not until 
the thirteenth century, however, that 
the kings of Jngland issued writs 
summoning the peers to regular par- 
liamentary sessions, at which 12 per- 
sons were chosen to represent the com- 
mons, In 1640, during the “long 
parliament,” the commons voted the 
house of lords to be “useless,”’ and nine 
years later it was abolished. With the 
downfall of Cromwell's regime the 
peers again became. powerful. | The 
first parliament of Great Britain met 
in 1707. The first’ Roman Catholic 
peer touk his seat in the lords in 1829, 
and the first Jewish peer was admitted 
in 1858. The movement fer the aboli- | 
tion of the lords has made great head- 
way since the demonstration of the 
radicals in Hyde park in 1884.

WORK INTHE WEST: 


Will Report. on Condition of 
Highly Wooded Area in 
Territory, 

Ottawa, Oct. 28,—Four forest survey 
parties sent out by the Forestry De- 
partment to Northern Manitoba, Nor- 
thern Saskatchewan and the Rockies 
in Alberta are just finishing their work, 
while another party up in the Peace 
River country will work on into the 

winter. 

The object of the survey parties was 
to report on the condition of highly 
wooded areas about 50 miles across in 
Suskatchewan, near the G. ‘T. P., and 
beginning some distance east of Wain- 
wright.

Conditions Between Can- 
ada and Flowery

Vancouver, Oct. 28.—Hon. C. Yada, 
Japanese consul-general to Canada, 
will leave here tomorrow for the east 
after a visit to Tokio, 

In an interview he said: “My mission 
in Ottawa will be to promote — better 
commercial relations between Japan 
and Canada, We in Japan want to 
utilize the new treaty between the two 
countries from a commercial point of 
view, and [ think the outlook for trade 
between this great country and my own 
is most encouraging.”

This year it}was 2.000.000, In 
proportion, he said, the farmers of 
Saskatche van have more cattle on 
their farms than the farmers in On- 
tario, (Applause),. Seven years ago 
the province had 1,750 miles of ratl- 
way. Now there wére'd,500 miles of 
railway within the borders of the pro- 
vince. The telephone system had 
grown tremendously... Seven years 
ago investments in Saskatchewan to- 
talled $15,000,000. Now they had ris- 
en to $90,000,000. During the past 
seven years one school district had 
been organized on an average of every 
working day, there being an inerease 
from 900 to 3,200 with 17 high schools 
and universities.

West, “I had expected to find,’ he said, 


“at least remote towns bearing all the 
marks of hastily created civic communi- 
Yes, with badly paved roads, unlighted 
Streets and ramshackle public buildings, 
On the contrary, although their growth 
has been a matter of very few years, they 
all provided themselves with many miles 


of admirably laid out roads with adequate 
sewerage, Wwiaer and lighting systems, 
well-equipped schools and really splendid 
public buildings, The best feature of all 
is that these communities take great pains 
in planning their towns, which, in their 
picturesqueness and utility leave our Eng- 
lish citfes far behind, 

“The {mpression I recelyed of the work- 
ing classes throughout my tour is that on 
the whole they are prosperous, The sole 
unemployment existed in the west on ac- 
count of the revent financlal stringency,
